In regard to the argument on page 4, second paragraph from the bottom of the page, it is noted that the deficiencies pointed out are of 
limitations that are not present in the claim language of claim 1 of the last rejection, and are therefore irrelevant. 

In regard to the argument of the first paragraph of page 5, it is clear that Kuroda does teach the electron mobility for the specific material of 
Sawada, as shown in the rejection, therefore Kuroda does in fact remedy the deficiency by showing the mobility of the exact same material 
of Sawada.
